‘ THE COUNTRY PARSON.” 


The Country Parson, by his “ Recrea- 
tions,” has become a favorite preacher to a 
large parish in this country, though many 
of them think he has not improved by his 


~. removal to the brick walls and dusty streets 


of a great city. Rev. Gilbert Haven has 
recently paid him a visit, and gives an ac- 
count of the interview in the /ndependent, 
with some remarks on other popular men in 
the National church : 
A third Edinburgh celebrity, less famous 
at home than these, but more widely and 
more admiringly known in America, is the 
Country Parson. His recreations have re- 
freshed, if they have not recreated many 
souls. He may not like a_pen-and-ink 
sketch of himself; but, as he has allowed 
his face to appear at the front of his last 
volume, and as he also has to submit to the 
exposure, and even sale of it, in his own 
parish, by his own admiring auditory, he 
cannot complain of this attempt to body 
him forth to his distant, but not indifferent 
friends. I promise that the picttre shall be 
truer to nature, and yet better looking, than 
those previously published. ‘They both do 
him injustice. The one sold in his parish 
puts him in robes and surplice, with an un- 
natural air of solemnity and cheerlessness, 
totally unlike both himself and his writing. 
The one in “ Leisure Hours in Town” is 
not so expressive and lively as it ought to 
be. Perhaps my attempt will be a like or 
worse failure. Nevertheless, let us try. 
Being lion-hunting, like the Nimrods in 
Africa, I go to their hunting grounds. Arm- 
ed only with a card, and a little Yankee 
brass, I present myself at his door. He 
lives in a quiet and delightful part of the 
generally most delightful city of Edin- 
burgh ; a comfortable, spacious, stone city 
house is his home. It was long the resi- 
dence of Prof. Aytoun, the present editor 
of Llackwood, and well-known author of 
Spirited ballads. I send in my card with 
U. S. A. upon it, and am immediately ush- 
ered into his presence. He very cordially 
welcomes me, and we forget in five minutes 
that we were evcr strangers; at least I did. 
He was carefully and elegantly, yet not 
clerically dressed. He speaks more rapidly 
than usual in this country, as though he had 
caught the spirit of the Americans with 
their approval. His face lights up with 
smiles, and his lips run over with humor. 
Many odd reflections on men and things, ut- 
‘ tered in a dry manner, as if half uncon- 
scious of them, while thoroughly conscious, 
give that quaintness and vigor to his speech 
that .exist in his writings. 
transgressing the bounds of propriety to re- 


port private and familiar talk, but the style~ 


conformed perfectly to the style that he vol- 
untarily sets before the public. He is of 


medium hight and size, in the neighborhood | 
of forty—looking under that age. His| 
country parsonage was near Dumfries, the | 
region where Burns spent his last years, and | : 


wrote many of his finest pieces. It was the 
neighborhood, too, of the famous Jeanie and 
Effie Deans, of the “ Heart of Midlothian.” 
I learned that said Effie did not turn out so 
well as Sir Walter imagines. Her last ap- 
pearance was as a driver of a water cart in 


Dumfries—a most profane old woman. The 


people of that region never approved her 
acquittal, and her final character seemed to 
sustain their decision. Very beautiful are 
the hills and vales of that region—sweet, 
quiet, pastoral, with forests enough to break 
up the otherwise too high finish of culture. 
It is the very spot for sauntering musings, 
such as characterize his pen. No city study 
can compare with it. And if he maintains 
the geniality, freshness, piquancy of his 
manse in his present home, it will show that 
the roots there planted have struck deep, 
and that as fine trees can grow in a city 
park as in a country forest. 

His church is very crowded, and he is 
probably the most popular of the younger 
Preachers of the city, and more than any 
Other except Dr. Guthrie. It is a neat 
though unpretending affair, like most of the 
Scotch churches, and holds ‘about'twelve 
persons. 

With such rising and ular men as 
Caird, and Boyd, a Palloch, in the Na-

PREACHING TO THE SECESSIONISTS. 


‘The Rev. Mr. Passavant, the Western 
editor of the Lutheran and Missionary, in 
a late issue of that journal, gives the follow- 
ing interesting account of a religious ser- 
vice held by him among the secession pri- 
soners at Wheeling: . 
On a recent visit to Wheeling, Va., to 
dispense the Lord’s Supper to the vacant 
English Lutheran Church in that city, we 
were permitted by the officer in charge to 
preach to the secession prisoners in the 
Atheneum. The hall in which they are 
confined is large and airy, and being well 


| heated, is as comfortable as such quarters 


can probably be, where all the operations 
of cooking, sleeping, and living, are pro- 
miscuously carried on. The number of 
prisoners is upwards of 100; and when we 
mention the character of many of them as 
bushwhackers, bridge-burners, murderers, 
(of our pickets, and often of their inoffen- 
sive Union neighbors,) their appearance 
may be imagined by those who are familiar 
with the class of “ poor white trash ” in the 
slaveholding States; the tools of others, for 


scare-crow of Abolition was sufficient to 
identify them with secession and its bloody 
work. Deeply are these men to be pitied, 


_| for they are for the most part the ignorant 


dupes of designing and desperate leaders. 
The services were commenced by a hymn, 
and a prayer by the venerable Dr. Weed, 
of the Presbyterian Church, who frequently 
conducts a service among these unhappy 
men, standing on a chair. We then ad- 
dressed the assembled prisoners. In all the 
Bible, no words seemed more appropriate 
than those of Jesus: “ Come unto me all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest;” and we sought to apply this 
gracious invitation to their burdened hearts. 
The scene before us was deeply affecting. 
Their attention and their tears did not so 
touch our hearts as did the adaptation of the 
gospel to the most guilty of men. Jesus 
says: “ I came not to call the righteous, but 
sinners to repentance,” but it is only when 
sin appears thus “ exceedingly sinful,” that 
it becomes possible to realize the infinite 
mercy of the Redeemer to poor, sinful and 
fallen man. 

At the close of the service a number took 
our hand, and, with many thanks, bade us 
farewell. Several of these were aged men, 
and seemed sadly out of place in such as- 
sociations. Perhaps, on some missionary 
tour in Western Virginia we may yet pull 
at the latch-string of some of our Atheneum 
congregation, and enjoy the hospitality of 
their cabins. 


“ CONCERNING” CHARITY. 


It is worth remarking, that you will find 
many persons who are very charitable to 
blackguards, but who have no charity for 


| the weaknesses of really good people. ‘They 


will hunt out the act of thoughtless liberali- 
ty done by the scapegrace who broke his 
mother’s heart and squandered his poor sis- 
ters’ little portions; they will make much 
of that liberal act,—such an act as tossing 
to some poor Magdalen a purse filled with 
money which was probably not his own; 
and they will insist that there is hope for 
the blackguard yet. But these persons will 
tightly shut their eyes against a great many 
substantially good deeds done by a man who 
thinks Prelacy the abomination of, desola- 
tion, or who thinks that stained glass and 
an organ aresintul. I grant you that there 
is a certain fairness in trying the black- 
guard and the religionist by different stand- 
ards. Where the pretension is higher, the 
test may justly be more severe.

occupied, thus compelling them to pay sev- 


Resistance to this species of extortion caused 
much litigation in the petty law. courts, and 
often ded to the destruction of the laborers’ 
gardens and provision grounds, and their 
small live stock, consisting of hogs, goats, 
and poultry, by the vindictive overseer. In 
numerous cases the wages of the people, for 
want.of necessary capital to carry on the 
culture of the plantation, were withheld, or 
paid only in part, for many weeks in suc- 
cession; and many justly complained that, 
under various pretexts, they were defrauded 
of a considerable part of the fruit of their 
toil. The result is not difficult to coneeive. 
Sach practices produced much suffering, 
and gave rise to’much heart-burning among

fast friends of these oppressed children of 
Africa, to come forward to their help. In 
numerous instances, through their means, 
large tracts of land which could be obtained 
cheaply were taken up, and divided among 
the people in allotments of greater or less 
extent. ‘To these they removed with their 
families, erecting their own houses, and pay- 
ing for the land by instalments obtained by 
their own industry, and the practice of a 
rigid economy. In this manner, and by 
other similar means, Jamaica, and other colo- 
nies where land was available for the pur- 
pose, became overspread with those pic- 
turesque towns and villages which now con- 
stitute their chief adornment; and the 
laborers, freed from the galling tyranny and 
endless annoyances to which they had been 


subjected, settled on their own freeholds, | 


where, with their families, they could dwell 
in peace. So extensively did this system 
prevail, that, in Jamaica alone, many thou- 
sand small freeholds were registered in the 
island record office during the first ten years 
after the final act of emancipation took 
place. 

_Even under these discouraging circum- 


stances, the people generally continued to 


labor where they bad anything like a rea- 
sonable prospect of obtaining the wages 
they earned. We have known them to 
work for many weeks together on the plan- 
tations, receiving only part of their earn- 
ings; or only the promise of payment, sus- 
taining themselves meanwhile by the pro- 
duce of their own grounds.. Where there 
was the ability to pay reasonable wages, 
seldom or never was there found any lack 
of laborers. The railway between Kings- 
ton and Spanish Town was constructed 
about 1845-6, entirely by negro labor ; and, 
although it is a more exhausting kind of 
toil than the ordinary work of the.sugar or 
coffee plantations, we have it, on the au- 
thority of one of the principal managers of 
the works, that they could always com- 
mand labor to any extent required, and 
that no people could work better than the 
negroes did. The reason assigned was that 
their wages were paid in full, and without 
any vexatious disputes or objection, every 
Saturday afternoon. In the West Indies, 
as elsewhere, the people work under the 
influence of those motives and inducements 
which, in all parts.of the world, are neces- 
sary to make men submit to monotonous 
daily labor. Without such inducements 
they can not reasonably be expected to do 
so; nor have they had such a training un- 
der the old dispensation, from which they 
are now happily delivered, as to make them 
become enamored of unrequited toil. 


‘JOHN QUINCY ADAMS.

‘The members wel- 
comed him back, and expressed their sorrow 
that press of business or duties of his office 
should have so long deprived them of his 
company. 

Did he let that go as the reason ? 

“ Not business engagements hindered me,” 
replied he; * you met on the Lord’s day— 
that is a day devoted to religious uses by 
me.” 

He then told them he had been brought 
up in a land where the Sabbath was strictly 
observed, and from all that he had felt and 
seen, he was convinced of the unspeakable 
advantages always arising from the faithful 


observance of it. 


THE GOSPEL AMONG THE WOUNDED. 


The following is from the pen of Rev. 
Robert Patterson, pastor of the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church, Chicago, who lately 
visited Paducah, as the representative of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, of 
Chicago, for the purpose of ministering to 
those wounded in the taking of Fort Don- 
elson : 

Sickness makes most men feel serious, 
and makes all men feel helpless. When, 
besides, a sick man feels he is friendless, 
he eagerly catches at the least ray of sym- 
pathy, and readily listens to words of kind- 
ness. Our poor sick wounded soldiers have 
all the sympathies and feelings of humanity 
like other men, and eagerly hold out the fe- 
verish hand to the friendly visitor. Very 
soon the presence of a visitor in the hos- 
pital attracts every eye, and if the ward is 
so large that he is not likely to stop at every 
bed, many a hand will be waved inviting 
him to speak to the patient there. One 
poor boy in the General Hospital, with a 
bullet in his brain since Saturday, and yet 
alive, but unable to speak, when I came 
near his cot, put out his tongue as far as he 
could, and moved it to and fro, with a wist- 
ful look more eloquent than words. When 
I told him of: Jesus, the earnestness of his 
gaze increased, and I thought of the words, 
“ Look unto me and be ye saved.”

news of salvation, and then followed me 
with eyes and ears as far as he could. 
Another whose skull had been trepanned, 
but who cannot recover, wept like a child 
when I told him he was welcome. to come 
to Christ now in the hour of his. suffering.

I 
met a trooper, who is a Methodist preacher, 
looking for a wounded son. Captain Hoy- 
ber; of the 55th Illinois, was ministering to 
the souls of .the men in the Eight. Division 
Hospital,-as he could find time. In the 
convalescent wards on Sabbath, I held 
short service. But there is no regular 
Hospital Chaplain here to care for the 
souls of thirteen hundred and twenty dying 
men. Alas!

THE “INTEREST” OF ENGLAND. 


‘The jealously of the United States which: 


warps the judgment of a class of English- 
men upon our affairs, is not like that chronic 
jealousy of France which affects the entire 
public policy of England—a solicitude lest 
the balance of power in Europe or the 
litical and commercial control of the Kast, 
or even her hard-won maritime preémi- 
nence, should pass over to an. intriguing, 
aspiring, unscrupulous rival; for the isola- 
tion of the United States from the sphere 
of British aspirations, and the conservative 
character of our foreign’ policy, have with- 
drawn this nation from: the political rival- 
rivalries of the. old world... Nor is it 
merely a jealousy of our industrial and com- 
mercial prosperity ; for this though threat- 
ening to overshadow that of Britain itself, 
is nevertheless according to the equalizing 
laws of trade, a benefit also to the commerce 
of England and of the world. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer said truly to the 
Manchester Board of Trade, “ We are not 
of those, if such there were, who envied the 
greatness of the American Republic ;” since 
none knew better than the cotton manufac- 
turers of Manchester that the greater our 
prosperity the better their market. But 
English jealousy 9f America is an aristo- 
cratic jealousy of Republican prosperity, 
because of the argument of such an exam- 
ple on the lips of parliamentary reformers ; 
and a bureaucratic jealousy of the national 
vitality, the adminstrative vigor, and the 
military strength so suddenly developed by 
free institutions. A government’ largely 
vested in what Mr. Jobn Bright once aptly 
styled “hereditary brains,” the government 
of a class who possess a controlling power 
by virtue of social position, and who thereby 
attach to themselves both the military and 
the monetary interests of the country, may 
well be jealous of the sudden apparition of 
a collossal popular power, full-panoplied, 
like Minerva from the head of Jove. 
Hence, Sir E. B. Lytton and others have 
frankly avowed their conviction that the 
future of England demands the disruption 
of the United States—New Englander. 


Consolidation of the African Race. — 
Among the many objections which. have 


been urged against emancipation, this has 


been a very common one, and has had great 


| force in the popular mind ;—it will flood 


the Northern States with free blacks. The 
objection is vulgar and thoughtless. If the 
simple economic law of supply and demand, 
as. powerful over men as materials, were 
not sufficient to keep this people where they 
are needed, and to prevent them from 
going where they are not, the love of home 
would be strong enough to bar such a result. 
The slave needs all the mighty. stimulus of 
@ prospective deliverance from slavery to 
induc e him to leave the place of his birth, 
and that-even is often not enough; why, 
then, when he has that boon in his id. 
and walks the old haunts a freeman, with 
work requited and enough, why should he 
now go away to strangers and a stra 
land? No, the States which have thdaatty 
and disgracefully passed their laws exclud- 
ing the freed black from a home within 
their borders, might have spared themselves 
the dishonor. The dreaded cnlamity would 
never have occurred. The _ enactments 
were the assumption of a gratuitous infamy, 
The effect of emancipation will be the 
reverse of this fear. Instead of the freed 
slaves flocking northward, the free blacks 
of the North will gradually go South; in 
place of Northern States being overrun 
with the one, they will, in process of time, 
be stripped of the other. With ‘slavery 
out of the way, the black will naturally

The mere.appearance. of an im- 
petuous and determined bayonet charge is 
generally counted upon as decisive by com- 
manders. The troops charged upon are 
almost sure to seek shelter from the dread- 
ful sight. “We keep our bayonets bright 
to scare the enemy,” was the answer of a 
distinguished general to an inquirer on the 
subject; and a marshal of France wrote: 
“Tt is not the number of killed, but” the 
number of frightened, that decides the issue 
of a battle.” | 

_ Well contested as was the engagement at 
Pittsburg Landing, there was but one bay- 
onet wound discovered by our surgeons, 
and that was not inflicted in the battle. - Jo- 
mini says that in all his experience he 
never saw a bayonet fight but once; and

FLYING FOXES OF CEYLON. 


There are more singular inhabitants of 
Ceylon trees than monkeys. The flying 
foxes hang from them like fruit. The flight 
of these creatures is directed by means of. 
a membrane attached to the inner side of 
each of the hind legs, and kept distended .at 
the lower oxtremity by a projecting bone, 
just as a fore-and-aft sail is distended by a 
“gaff.” “Over the entire surface of the 
thin membrane of which they are formed, 
sentient nerves of the utmost delicacy are 
distributed, by means of which the animal 
is enabled during the darkness to direct. its 
motions with security, avoiding objects, 
against contact with which, at such times, 
its eyes and other senses would be insuffi- 
cient to protect it.” By day they suspend 
themselves from the highest branches.of the 
silk-cotton trees, hanging by the claws of 
the hind legs, with the head turned up- 
ward pressing the chin against the breast. 
At sunset, taking wing, they hover, with a 
murmuring sound, occasioned by the beat- 
ing of their broad, membraneous . wings, 
around the fruit trees, on which they feed 
till morning, when they resume their’ pen- 
sile attitude as before. They hang in such 
prodigious numbers that the branches often 
give way beneath their accumulated weight, 
They fiy in clouds as thick as bees or 
midges. “ When at rest or asleep, the dis- 
position of the limbs of the flying fox is 
most curious. At such times, it suspends 
itself by one foot only, bringing. the, other 
close to its side, and thus it is enabled to 
wrap itself in the ample folds of its wings, 
which envelope it like a mantle, leaving 
only its upturned head uncovered. Its far 
is thus protected from damp and rain, and, 
to some. extent, its body is. sheltered from 
the sun. As it collects its food by means of 
its mouth, either when on the wing or when 
suspended within réach it, the flying fox is 
always more or less liable to have the 
spoil wrested from it by its intrusive com- 
panions, before it ean make good its way to 
some secure retreat in which to devour it 
unmolested. In such conflicts they bite 
viciously, tear each other with their hooks, 
and scream incessantly, till, taking to flight, 
the persecuted one reaches some place of 
safety, where be hangs by one foot, and 
grasping the fruit, he has secured in the 
claws and opposable thumb of the other, 
he hastily reduces it to lumps, with which 
he stuffs his cheek pouches tlil they become 
distended like those of a monkey; then, 
suspending in safety, he commences to chew 
and suck the juices, rejecting the refuse 
with bis tongue.” |

From our 
youth the lesson has been repeated ina 
hundred various forms; ambition in one 
guise. or another developed itself at an 
early age; at school we saw others in ad- 
vance, and painfully conscious of inferiority, 
pushed forward with eagerness, vainly 
imagining that if we could only surpass our 
fellows, happiness would be the inevita- 
ble result. Well—we succeeded, but in the 
pursuit we had forgotten the original goal, 


and in our eagerness, were not concious that 


it had been passed. And so another dis- 
tant object was pursued, and still another, 
ever with the same result, until youth had 
given place to manhood, and the dangerous 
allurements of the world, replaced the 
harmless attractions of youth, So far we 
had attained every object of our pursuit, 
yet happiness in no case resulted therefrom, 
and the lesson given thus early in life 
might have saved infinite mortification, 
many a tear; many a heart ache, if we had 
_ only been wise enough: t® give heed to its 
‘warnings. 
_ It must not be supposed that we would 
condemn these various pursuits, far from it. 
It is our duty to strive to do well in life, 
and ambition even is not to be condemned 
when it is tempered by virtue ;. we are tri- 
fling only when we pursue these things to 
excess, when we make idols of them, when 
we suppose that our happiness is entirely 
dependent upon obtaining them. [ft is 


then that they are trifles, trifles as com- 
pared to the graver pursuits which they de- | 


stroy, worse than trifles when they warp, as 
they so often do, every good and noble im- 
pulse. Is it not trifling, trifling with im- 


mortal life, when a man in the pursuit of 


“wealth, thinks only of himself, forgetting in 
_ his eagerness the claims of those around 
him, when in his greed he first becomes 
mean; then parsimonious, then avaricious, 
then grasping, then dishonest; when for tae 
sake of wealth, which he cannot enjoy, he 
shuts his heart to every generous influence 
and actually bars and obstructs every av- 
enue to that happiness of which he is 


Even though, in the estimation of the un- 
willing hearer, poorly set forth, 7¢ deserved 
serious and respectful attention. But there 
sat the hearer, saying all the while by his 
manner, “ wish you were in Joppa!” In 
one place he did look up, as if about to 
show some interest, but he soon relapsed 
into the disgusted state. As a whole, it was 
a most decided case of the cold shoulder. 
We are sorry he was.so ill satisfied. We 
wish every man he hears werea star preach- 
er, able to fascinate and entrance him. But 
as most preachers are not extraordinary 
men, we don’t see how he is to get along. 
He isa church-member, and it would scarce- 
ly be reputable to stay away from church ; 
and it may not be convenient to go every 
Sabbath where brilliant orators are to be 
heard. He must go to church; and he 
must hear some sermons which claim no 
more than to be plain, simple presentations 
of religious truth. Now we ask, Is it po- 


very house of worship? If he ean not be 
pleased, may not others be profited? And 
if the preacher has any right to preach at 
all, if it is best that he should preach, is it 
not best to show a decent interest in the 
services ? | 

Perhaps we mistake our friend. Perhaps 
he is pretty well satisfied, but “ that is his 
‘way.” If so, it is a most unfortunate way. 
Gentlemen do not treat each other so in the 
parlor or the counting-room; why should 
they in the church? | 

The thought will do to dwell on and carry 
out. Let all church-goers pay good and 
‘evident attention to the preacher, and they 
+ will encourage him more than they think 
of. And if they wish to get better sermons, 
that is just the way to bring it about. 


Notes Here and There, 


Thanks to the California Steam Naviga- 
tion Company for a pleasant ride on their 
fine steamers to Marysville. All along the 
Sacramento and Feather rivers we saw but 
few signs of the devastating effects of the 
late floods. Harvests were waving, orchards 
ripenivg ; homes, with life surroundings, 
greet the eye. What would it be, all this 
loveliness of peace, plenty and thrift, if war 
had ploughed the valleys and torn the sod 
“with the shock, and fire and tempest of bat- 
tle? Just as it is in Virginia. Better to 
fall into the hands of God than men. 

A short but strong sleep and we were 
ready for a long, hot, dusty stage ride for 
La Porte. It was a bracing drive for six- 
teen miles, then came the hot sun, the in- 
tolerable dust. Here and there were in- 
tervals of shade and charming scenery. All 
the way we had fine horses, a mountain road 
really good ; our driver, poor fellow, napped 
it in his seat so much that we felt fidgetty. 

What a humdrum routine is the life of 
some. Here was a man year after year 
holding the same whip, the same lines, jost- 
ling over the same stones, running the old 
stage in the same rats, and glorying in— 
“the ribbons.” Nevertheless we admire a 
man that sticks to his glory, especially one 
so essential to the public good as the cap- 
tain of the stage coach. 

Arrived at La Porte sore but safe. It is 
a mining town of considerable importance. 
We found it looking bran new. It was the 
fire of a year ago that ‘had brushed it up. 
There is one wide street through the mid- 
dle, and a good deal of elbow room on 
ground not sluiced off for a good sized 
town. The Methodists have a fine and well 
built church edifice. The Mountain Mes- 
senger office has the old flag over it always. 
Of course we found a strong Union feeling ; 
it was just before election and the political 
blood was up. it 

The good old State of: Maine is well re- 
presented here, and strong to the backbone 
are these Maine people for the Union. But 
Maine has its reprobates, thin-skinned se- 
cessionists that can’t hear a prayer nor a 
loyal utterance from the pulpit without blis 
tering their precious carcases, and running 
out of the meeting house.

The Rebel Raid in Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania—Man-ward. 


The country is depressed with the news 
that the rebels have invaded these States, 
and that Stonewall Jackson is pressing to 
the North with fifty thousand men. Good

unfortunate. The former depositary—a 
man at the time of his appointment well 
spoken of generally—soon after the out- 
break of the present Southern rebellion, 
decamped—as is affirmed—to join the 
Southern army, and by a fatality which has 


not been unusual in such cases, not only for- 
got to pay divers and sundry other debts, 
but forgot to leave, or did not forget to take 
a considerable amount which had come into 
his hands from the sale of Bibles. Subse- 
quently, in the great fire which consumed 
the business portion of the town, the re- 
maining Bibles were destroyed. The Cal- 
ifornia Bible Society consents to bear this 
loss for us; also the loss of books destined 
for Pine Grove, but lost on the way. Re- 
cently a depository has béen opened at La 
Porte under more favorable auspices in 
charge of R. Carter, Esq. An effort was

The Currency Postage Stamps. 


The designs for the new postage stamps to 
be used as currency, are to be of the de- 
>nominations of five, ten, twenty-five and 
fifty cents. They are to be printed on bank 
note paper, and the fives and twenty-fives 
will be of brown bank note paper, and tens 
An Eastern paper gives 
a more detailed description, as follows : 


The fives will have in the center the five 
}cent postage stamp, with a “5” in geomet- 
rical lathework on each side. 
have a ten cent stamp, with “10” on each 
The twenty-fives will have 5 cent 
stamps, partly overlapping from left to right ; 
and the fifties, five 10-cent stamps, similarly 
disposéd.—Over the designs ay above de- 
“scribed will be the words, “ Postage stamps 
furnished by the Assistant Treasurers, and 
designated Depositaries of the United 
States ;” and under’ them, “ Receivable for 
postage stamps atany Post Office.” In the 
middle of the lower part of the notes will 
be “ U. 8.” in large letters. Large figures 
(in lathe work) denoting the denomination 
will be in the center of the back of each 
“stamp” or “note,” surrounded by the 
words “Exchangeable for United States 
notes by any Assistant Treasurer or desig- 
nated United States Depositary, in sums 
not less than $5. Receivable in payment 
of all dues to the United States less than 
$5.—Act approved July 17th, 1862. The 
notes will be executed in the highest style 
}of the art, and every possible precaution 
will be taken to prevent counterfeiting.

ForTREsS Monror, August 30.—City 
Point has been entirely demolished by the 
Federal gunboats, in consequence of the 
rebels stationed there firing on our passing 
transports.

She got aground within range of the 
guns of Fort Pulaski while attempting to 
run out early in the morning, and being 
unable to get her off, the rebels were forced 
to burn her. 

The Zimes correspondent left the vicin- 
ity of Fairfax Court House at 4 o’clock on 
Saturday morning. Our pickets were 
within four miles of that place. The ene- 
my‘s pickets seem to be within about a 
mile of Fairfax. A _ professedly Union 
man states that their (rebel) infantry went 
off towards Fredericksburg. The rebel 
Generals Robert Lee, Hill, Stewart, Fitz- 
hugh and Lee are with the main force. 
Their wagon trains were crossing the Rap- 
ahannock on Saturday and Sunday morn- 
ing. Farmers were bringing in hay and 
provisions of all kinds, giving them all 
away. ‘There is not a loyal man, with one 
exception, there. The women received 
them with flags and tokens of joy. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—The intelligence 
received last night, and confirmed this 
morning, of the occupation of Frederick, 
Md., by rebel forces, naturally excites 
much surprise, mingled with indignation 
and alarm. There is but limited opportu- 
nity for obtaining information from that vi- 
cinity, almost all the intelligence coming 
here via Baltimore. 

Last night immense bodies of our troops 


were in motion for the upper Potomac and 


elsewhere. To-day military operations 


continue. Nearly all the rebel troops have 


been withdrawn from our fzont, and none 
in force remain. 

The Federal forces are stated to have 
fallen back from Frederick to Harper’s 
Ferry on Thursday night. They burnt

Nothing has been heard from our troops 
at Harper’s Ferry and Martinsburg.

This 
is effected by placing the revolving fans in 
a large drum, which operate directly oppo- 
site stationary fans in the drum-head. The 
governing fans stand perpendicular, and the 
force of a strong breeze will incline the fan 
to a literal angle-and contract the flanges, 
which are so prepared and placed as to al- 
most entirely close the opposite end of the 
drum, thus, on a direct scientific principle, 
governing the revolutions of the wheel.
